come that British prices, under free 
trade, increased but 7.7 per cent, in 
10 years, while American prices, un- 
der protection, increased 34.3 per 
cent.?

These figures are calculated from 


official statistics of the British Board 
-of Trade in the Eleventh Abstract of 
Labor Statistics and from figures .in 
the Seventy-first Bulletin of the Uni- 
ted States Bureau of Labor. 
The year 1896, which was the year 
preceding the enforcement of the 
highly protective Dingley tariff, is 
taken as the standard year, tb • cost 
of food in each country being taken 
as 100. The meaning of the table is 
that food which cost 
$1 in Great 
Britain in 1896 could not be duplicat- 
ed lor less than ?1,077 in 1906, and 
that food lor which the American 
consumer paid $1 in 1896 cost $1.34"3 
in 1906. 


A Striking Comparison 


Coming nearer home, the differ- 
ence in the cost of living in Detroit 
and just across the river in Windsor, 
Canada, supplies us with a strikin 
definition of the real meaning of ex- 
cessive tariff rates. Prices of food- 
stuffs, wearing apparel, and rents av- 
erage from 20 to 25 per cent, more in 
Petroit than in Windsor. And between 
the two cities there are but 2,561 
feet of water—and the Aldrich-Payne 
tariff bill! 
The Detroit man is "protected" 
and the Windsor man is not. 
By not being "protected" the 


Windsor man pays $15 lor a suit o: 
clothes that the Detroit man will find 
it difficult to duplicate in quality for 
$25. 
What the Windsor man is es- 
caping in this instance is the Aldrich- 
Payne tax of 44 cents a pound on 
good all-wool clothes, and the addi- 
tional tax of 60 per cent, on the 
value of the goods. 


Wool Tariff Robs Women 


When a woman purchases $10 


worth of woolen dress goods, $4.8 
of that $10 represents the actua 
value of the goods and the remaining 
$5.13 of the $10 the amount of th 
tariff. 
In other ...words, should th 
the same purchase be made in Eng 
land, where there is no tariff on wool 
ens, the woman would receive th< 
same amount and quality of dres: 
>goods for $4.87 that she pays $10 fo: 
in this country. 
This is because of the Payne-Aid 
rich ad valorem tariff of 105 per cent 
on this class of goods.

[When the German Government in 


troduced its tariff law of 1902, it pub 
lished with it, as is the custom in 
Germany, a printed explanation o 
the reasons for its iutroduction. Thi 
official document, which squarely de 
Clares that import duties raise th 
cost of'living, reads, in part, as iol 


t lows: 
"Inland prices are raised, so ia 
as a consideration of the circum 
stances of the last 10 years will allo' 
us to judge, in pioportion to th 
duties."

copper (bluestone)—were Injurious tc 
health. 
The law conferred upon roe as chiel 


of the bureau of chemistry the duty ol 
acting as a grand jury-, and determin- 
ing whether foods and drags were adul- 
terated or misbranded. .Instead of ap- 
pealing from my decisions to the courts. 
as the law requires, the users of these 
poisons appealed to President Roose- 
velt He -not only listened •jfo'fb.em, but 
he abrogated the plain provisions of 
the law, appointed a board not con- 
templated by the law and directed that 
these predatory interests might con 
tinue their attacks on the health of tbe 
people until this board, unknown to 
the law, should decide otherwise. 


Can we 'safely trust the campaign 


for public health to Mr. Roosevelt? 1 
cannot believe that to be the proper 
course. Mr. Taft inherited this exceed 
Ingly bad condition of affairs from his 
predecessor and has not only continued 
this illegal board under whose patron 
age adulterators are still poisoning the 
people, but he did worse. In the mat- 
ter of the adulteration of distilled bev- 
erages in which Roosevelt upheld the 
legally constituted authorities Mr. Taft 
reversed that policy and threw the 
mighty weight of the executive office 
to the support of the worst lot of adul- 
terators that ever disgraced a country

The unit 
of greatest efficiency is exceeded when 
the disadvantages of size outweigh the 
advantages. The history of American 
trusts makes this clear. That -history 
shows: 


First— No conspicuous American trusi 


owes Its 'existence to the desire for in 
creased efficiency. 
"Expected econo- 


mies from combination" figure largely 
in promoters' prospectuses, bnt they 
have never been a compelling motive 
In the formation of any trust On the 
contrary, the purpose of combining has 
often been to curb efficiency or even to 
preserve inefficiency, tflus frustrating 
the natural law of survival o'f the fit 
test 
Second.— No conspicuously profltabl 


trust owes its profits largely to supe- 
rior efficiency. Some, trusts have been 
very efficient, as have some todepend 
ent concerns, but conspicuous1 profit 
have been secured mainly through con 
trol of the market through the powe 
of monopoly to fix prices, through thi. 
exercise of the taxing power. 


Third.— No conspicuous trust has bee 


efficient enough to maintain long a

Poor, eyesight is a foe to health. 


Many children are anaemic and nar- 
row cheste'd simply Because •their eyes 
are weak" ana are not given proper 
are. - "Nearsighted children, for -in- 
stance,- bend; over. thelr,ibooks and in 
,ime become"stoop shouldered. 


If a child is to be ,kept well its eyes 
must be carefully" watche'd from in- 
'ancy. 
Never expose a baby's eyes 
to direct sunlight, either. Indoors or 
out of doors. 
When lyfng down, a 
child should have its face protected' 
by a sun shade or awning of some 
kind. 
Children should be kept out of 


doors as much as possible where their 
iyes will not have to look at small 
ofbjects. "When they play with blocks 
or picture books" both photographs 
and letters should be large. 
Don't 
send your child to a "kindergarten 
where close work is done. Insist that 
the teacher uses large charts and pic- 
tures. Children should, not lie on the 
floor aird 'read. They should not play 
with children who have sore eyes. 
They should not use common towels, 
or common drinking cups. 


If your child complains of head- 
ache or seems to strain his eyes, send 
tiim t35 the doctor immediately and 
obtain spectacles if necessary. It "is 
better that a child should wear glass- 
es than that he should- strain over 
books until his shoulders become 
round and his chest grows narrow 
and flat—a splendid field for tubercu- 
losis. 
Good eyes are important to 
health. Do no£-neglect them.

That the results of the state elections 


in Vermont and Maine tpean a tremen 
dous Democratic victory in November 
is freely admitted by all except the bit- 
terest partisans. Political experts have 
do'ne much analyzing, and some claim 
lo have reached novel conclusions. But 
these facts stand out: 


On Monday, Sept. 9, 1912, the Repub- 


lican and third term parties combined 
elected William T. Haines governor of 
Maine over Frederick W. Plaisted, the 
present 
Democratic incumbent, by 


3,023 plurality; in J908, a presidential 
year, a Republican was elected gover 
nor by 7,653 plurality; in 1904 the plu 
rality was 25,800, and in 1900 it was 
34,132. 
In other words, in twelve 


years the Democrats have cut down 
the Republican plurality in state elec- 
tions by 31,109. 


In this period the Democratic vote 


has increased from 39,000 to 68,000. i 
whereas the Republican vote has de 
creased from 74,000 to 71,000 
The 


Democratic vote of this year exceeds 
that of September, 1908, by 1,000, but 
the Republican vote is about 2,000 less 
than that party cast four years ago 


The split In the Republican ranks. 


following the election of William T 
Haines, Is pronounced. 
If the divi- 


sion in Maine in November is as it 
was in the recent Vermont election 
six-tenths of the Republican vote will 
go for Taft three-tenths for Roose- 
velt and one-tenth for the Demo- 
crats. It is significant that the latter 
party has to date suffered no losses, 
as compared with the vote in previous 
years, from 
the third term 
move- 


ment. On the contrary, it has gained 
The result In Maine may be expected 
to be something like this: Wilson.-74.- 
000; Taft. 42,600; Roosevelt, 21,300 


The returns from the recent Vermont 


election show In round figures that 
the joint Republican and third party 
vote was 8 per cent short of the Re 
publican vote four years ago, while 
the Democratic vote In that state 
shows a gain of 25 per cent over that 
of 1908. 
It Is of special Interest to 


speculate what will happen nest No 
vember throughout the nation if the 
Republican and Democratic vote for 
the national tickets happens to be af 
fected as the gubernatorial vote this 
month in Vermont has been affected 
The New York Post has done some in 
teresting figuring along this line, and 
as a net result it Is shown that under 
. the contingencies mentioned President 
Taft would carry only two states In 
November. Rhode Island and Vermont, 
all the others going for Governor Wil 
son. The conclusions reached by the 
Post follow 


To compute this result we should 


have to deduct 8 per cent from the 
vote cast for Taft four years ago and 
apportion the remaining vote in the* 
ratio of 62 to 38 between Taft and 
Roosevelt, and we should have to add 
35 per cent to Bryan's vote in 1908 
and give the "demnition total" to 
Woodrow Wilson—In other words, give 
Taft 57 per cent and Roosevelt 35 per 
cent of Taft's vote four years ago 
and give Wilson 125 per cent of Bryan'*- 
vote four years ago.

That the results of the state elections 


in Vermont and Maine mean a tremen- 
dous Democratic victory in November 
is freely admitted by all except the bit- 
terest partisans. Political experts have 
flone much analyzing, and some claim 
lo have reached novel conclusions. But 
these facts stand out: 


On Monday, Sept. 9, 1912, the Hepub- j 


lican and third term parties combined j 
elected William T. Haiues governor of j 
Maine over Frederick W. Plaisted, the 
present 
Democratic incumbent, 
by 


3,023 plurality; in 1908, a presidential 
year, a Republican was elected gover 
.nor by 7,653 plurality Tin 1904 the plu J 
rality was 25,800. and in 1900 it was j 
34,132. 
In other words, in twelve 


years the Democrats have cut down 
the Republican plurality in state elec- 
tions by 31,109. 
In this period the Democratic vote 


has increased from 39,000 to 68,000. 
whereas the Republican vote has de 
creased from 74,000 to 71,000. 
The 


Democratic vote of this year exceeds 
that of September; 1908, by'1,000, but 
the Republican vote is about 2,000 less j 
than that party cast four years ago. 


The split in the Republican ranks, 


following the election of William T 
Haines. is pronounced. If the divi- 
sion in Maine in November is as It 
was in the recent Vermont election 
six-tenths of the Republican vote will 
go for Taft three-tenths for Roose- 
velt and one-tenth for the Demo- 
crats. It is significant that the latter 
party has'to date suffered no losses, 
as compared with the vote in previous 
years, from 
the • third term move- 


ment. On the contrary, it has gained. 
The resnlt in Maine may be expected 
to be something like this: Wilson,-74.- 
000; Taft, 42.600; Roosevelt 21,300. 


The returns from the recent Vermont 


election show In round figures that 
the joint Republican and third party 
vote was 8 per cent short of the Re 
pnblican vote. four years ago, while 
the Democratic vote in that state 
shows a gain of 25 per cent over thai 
of 1908. It is of special Interest to 
speculate what will happen next No- 
vember throughout the nation if the 
Republican and Democratic vote for 
the national tickets happens to be af 
fected as the gubernatorial vote this 
month in Vermont has been affected 
The New York Post has done some in 
teresting figuring along this line, and 
as a net result it Is shown that under 
the contingencies mentioned President 
Taft would carry only two states in 
November, Rhode Island and Vermont, 
all the others going for Governor Wil 
son. 
The conclusions reached by the 


Post follow: 
To compute this result we should 


have to deduct 8 per cent from the 
vote cast for Taft four years ago and 
apportion the remaining vote in th# 
ratio of 62 to 38 between Taft and 
Roosevelt, and we should have to add 
35 per cent to Bryan's vote in 1908 
and give the "demnition total" to 
Woodrow Wilson—In other words, give 
Taft 57 per cent and Roosevelt 35 per 
cent of Taft's vote four years ago 
and give Wilson 125 per cent of Bryan's 
vote four years ago.
